This statement is made in compliance with 37 C.F.R. 1.56, 1.97 and 
1.98. Applicants enclose a Form PTO-1449 (one page) listing publications 
known to applicants that may be relevant to this application. This Statement 
accompanies the filing of this divisional application. 

Publications AA-AD, AL, AM and AR-AZ were cited in the 
specification. AA-AC disclose piperazinyl muscarinic antagonists; AD relates 
to IL-10; AR discusses various treatments of HIV-1 ; AS discloses an HIV-1 
assay; AT-AY disclose various studies of CCR5 receptor activity; and AZ 
discloses the preparation of an intermediate. (Applicants note that the 
citation listed on the 1449 form is the correct citation; the specification on 
page 35 erroneously refers to a J ACS article, when it should have been 
JOC). AL is equivalent to AA, and AM claims subject matter related to AC. 

AN and AO were cited in a co-owned application claiming related 
subject matter (09,305,226, abandoned). AP and AQ were cited in the 
International Search Report of corresponding International Application WO 
00/66558; AM was also cited in the Search Report. AE was cited by the 
examiner in the grandparent application; BR, BS and BT were cited by 
applicants in the grandparent application in support of the anti-HIV utility. 
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Copies of the references are not provided since they should be 
available in the file of the parent and/or grandparent application. If copies are 
needed, please notify the undersigned. 

Applicants note that about twenty additional references are listed on 
pages 10-13 of the specification as disclosing the various other agents to be 
used in combination with the presently claimed compounds. It is urged that 
these references relate to those other agents and do not need to be cited in 
this application. If, however, the examiner would like copies of those 
references, applicants will supply them upon request. 

The examiner is requested to examine the publications, to initial the 
form PTO-1449 and to return a copy of the initialed form to applicants.
